The only circumstance that saved the fam- 
diy from death or serious physical injury 
Wos that the beds in which the members were 
_pleeping were out of the path of the explosive. 
Mystery envelops the case. 


Mr. Hill freely says the attempted aseas- 


; tion might have been done by men whom 
has successfully prosecuted for bucket- 
Shopping and race track gambling. They 
are his only enemies, he says. 
On the other hand, the gamblers laugh at 
the idea of any one being foolhardy enough 
¢o risk the consequences of such a malevo- 
gent deed. They say that Mr. Hill's resigna- 
tion from the bucket-shop committee of the 
®Board of Trade recently because of the

There was no sleep 
for the household after the rude awakening, 
and in many other homes in Morgan Park 
there was no more thought of rest. | 
The condition of the bedrooms and prem- 
ises seems to leave no ground to doubt that 
murder was the intention of the infernal ma- 


| chinists, The only thing that saved the 


lives of Mr. Hill and his family was the sit- 
uation of the beds out of the line of ex- 
plosion. ‘The house faces south, being situ- 
ated on a slight hill in a large wooded yard. 
The children were sleeping in the southeast 
bedroom and Mr. and Mra. Hill in the north- 
east bedroom on the second floor. The rooms 
are connected by a passage, which is also 


used as a clothes closet. 


Fortunately the beds were located on the 
west side of the rooms. North and south 
windows and the connecting passage formed 
a clear path for the concussion of the ex- 
plosion, and a glass of water on a small table 
near the window against which the bomb 
Was placed was not overturned, The con- 
cussion spent itself in the front bedroom by 
making a round hole about tour inches in di- 
ameter and without a single . radiating 
fracture in the window near the children’s 
bed. It is believed that 4 human being 
in the path of the concussion would:have 
been killed instantly. and would have been 
driven, as were portions of the sash and win- 
dow frame for thirty-five feat, against the 
south wall of the house. 


Beds Covered with Debris. _. 
Both beds were covered with bits of glass, 
ster, and other débris. How four persons 
sleeping in these two rooms escaped injury is. 
almost unaccountable. Had the middle 
doors been closed, it is almost certain death 
would have resulted from the explosion. 
The window frame was completely de- 
stroyed. The inside portion was blown out 
on one side and split to kindling wood on 
the other. «The plaster around the frame 
was torn off and scattered in dust through 
the two rooms. The window sash was bro- 
ken in a dozen pieces, and a brass sash cur- 
tain rod was found on the foot of the chil 
dren’s bed. 
The shade was torn to shreds and scat- 
tered partly in the yard, partly through the 
two rooms. Even the thin muslin sash cur- 
tain was found on the floor of the front room. 
The shade of the south window in the front 


glass, and a hole was torn opposite the round 
hole in the glass.

— room was raised, but the shade was 
drawn. It was driven tightly against the 


wire screen. 


Freaks of the Explosion. 

A round banquet lamp sitting on a dress- 
ing table in the corner of the room near the 
wrecked window frame, but out of the di- 
rect line of force, was not injured, but a 
square glass trinket box was shivered. 
Porcelain ornaments on the dresser, against 
the middle of the east wall, were broken by 
glass, and the edge of the door was marked 
in a hundred places by the fragments. The 
celling paper was likewise cut and scraped 
by glass, and a large piece of glass had 
lodged in the wainscoting. It stuck in fully 
three-quarters of an inch. 

The clothes in the closet had been thrown 
down and partly torn to shreds by the ex- 
plosion. Pieces of wood from the window 
frame lay in the front room.

| Mr. Hill’s Experiences. 

Mr. Hill, in relating the story of the oc- 
currence, said be and his family were 
aroused about 1 o’clock by a severe wind- 
storm. The children became frightened and 
ran into their parents’ bedroom and talked 
until the gale had passed. Mr. Hill got up 
and closed the south and north windows to 
keep out the rain, and had just got to sleep 
again, he said, when the explosion occurred. 
Before he had regained consciousness the

room to ascertain the cause of the explosion, 
and she assisted in caring for the children. 

John D. Graham, Mr. Hill's brother-in-law, 
who was sleeping in another part of the 
house, was not awakened by the noise, al- 
though it was heard several miles away. Mr. 
Graham accounted for this by the fact he is 
connected with Drainage Canal work and 
has become atcustomed to dynamite explo- 
sions. 

The north wall of the house was consider- 
ably blackened by gases from the bomb, 
particularly under the eaves. It is possible 
that the nature of the explosive may be de- 
termined from this circumstance. : 


Policeman ion’s Story. 

The sound of the explosion could be heard 
for three miles around, and Policeman Cam- 
pion, who was at One Hundred and Third 
street, was attracted by it. He took out his 
watch and saw it was 2:12 o’clock. 

“I was standing talking with a man when 
I heard the sound of the explosion,” said 
Campion. “I knew it was on my beat, for 
I travel from State street to Western ave- 
nue and from One Hundred and Third to 
One Hundred and Seventh street. That in- 
cludes about the whole village. I could not 
locate it exaotly. While I was standing 


there C. H. Adams, who lives across the 


street from Mr. Hill, came up to me and 
told where the explosion had occurred. He 
asked me to go with himandI did so. I went 
to the house and looked over it. I got a 
lantern and found the long pole outside. I 
then went to the nearest box and reported 
to the station.“ | 

“I got to the house about 6 a. m.,“ aaid 
Lieutenant Healey. “I looked over the 
situation and examined the wreckage as 
closely as I could. Mr. Hill said that things 
were in exactly the same shape as they were 
at the time of the explosion. There were 
no counterpane or blankets on the bed 
occupied by himself and wife, but there 
was glass all over the sheet covering the 
mattress. In the room occupied by his two 
little girls, which was wrecked also, the 
bed was covered with glass and other débris. 


Footprints Give a Clew. 

“Ty asked him if any of his family haa 
been injured, and he said they had not. I 
‘thought their escape marvelous under the 
circumstances, and told Mr. Hill he and his 
family were lucky to have escaped so light- 
ly. Mr. Hill had made 2 tour of inspection 
about daylight and had discovered some 
footprints in the rear of his barn and also 


near the front of the house in the guttér. 


These marks were those of a man wearing 
rubbers, and the hatching of the rubber soles 
was plainly visible The mark indicated a 
No. 7 shoe, narrow-toed. Mr. Hill had 
wisely regarded these footprints as possibiy 
affording a clew, and had covered them 
up with boxes. The footprints pointed 
toward Drew street, which runs north and 
south directly west of Mr. Adams’ residence,

MURDER OF = 
A MINISTER. 


Carl Pethke Brutally Kills the 
Rey. Samuel Breakwell, a 
Pioneer Resident of 

Highwood. 


RESULT OF A LONG FEUD. 


Trouble Over Property Occupied 
by Homicide and His Vie- 
tim’s Divorced Wife 
Is the Cause. 


SLAYER GIVES HIMSELF UP. 


The Rev. Samuel Breakwell, an aged Bap- 
tist clergyman and one of the oldest settlers 
of Highwood and Lake County, was brutally 
stabbed to death yesterday afternoon en the 
principal corner in Highwood by Carl 
Pethke, a German tailor. 

Pethke slipped up behind the gray~haired 


mings just across the street. Both heard 
the cries, and Cummings, with towels about 
his neck, rushed over to the trees border- 
ing the park. Schetzley, carrying his tow- 
els and rusor, came after him. R. E. Win- 
ter and Mike Hickey, section boss on thé 
Northwestern road, with his men, heard 
the cries and all ran to the park. 

Pethke stood over his victim, still stab- 
bing viciously at the eged minister, whose 
venerable beard was no longer gray and 
whose face was covered with evidences of 
his assassin’s brutal work. 

„O, Pethke, Pethke!“ gasped the old man. 


] Then, he sank back and lay still where he 


had fallen. 


Pethke Gives Himself Up. 

Pethke stood still for a moment, with his 
dripping knife in his hand and his face and 
coat covered with blood. Then he turned to 
Cummings, handed him the knife, and said: 
„That's the knife. That's the one I did it 
with.“ 


man, and, aided by Justice Cummings, tried 
to check the flow of blood from the wounds 
of Pethke’s victim, but in a few seconds he 
was dead. His Bible lay under him. 

The body was carried into the depot. Dr. 
F. J. Westcott found that the man had been 
stabbed seven times. One cut had taken off 
the tip of the nose and extended across one 
side of the face. The wound which caused 
death had completely severed the right jugu- 
lar vein. The body was carried lafer to the 
homestead, where Dr. F. C. Knight, Coroner 
of Lake County, held an inquest. A verdict 
in accordance with the facts was returned, 
and Pethke was held to the grand jury of 
Lake County. 

Sheriff George E. Brown took the prisoner 
to Waukegan» in good time. Threats of 
lynching were already being made. 

The Sheriff of Lake County treated Pethke 
with distinguished consideration. The pris- 
oner was not handcuffed or even held by 
the coat sleeve. The Sheriff walked meekly

sidewalk. Bending over him and still hold- 
ing him by the beard, Pethke continued to 
stab his victim until positive that he was 
dead. 

The murder was committed in sight of 
half a dozen citizens of Highwood, who did 
not dare to interfere until Pethke had fin- 
ished his bloody work. Then the murderer 
quietly turned and surrendered himself to 
W. E. Cummings, justice of the peace at 
Highwood, who was in the crowd attracted 
by the shrieks of the murdered man. Pethke 
was lodged in the Highweod calaboose, and 
later was taken to the Lake County jail at 
Waukegan. 

The killing of the Rev. Mr. Breakwell was 
the culmination of an old feud, which grew 
out of a dispute over property claimed by 
several ons, and which involved the 
former wife of the aged preacher, from 
whom he’ secured a divorce four years ago. 
For the last year the preacher had re- 
sided at Darien, Wis., where he was pastor 
of a Baptist church. His former wife had 
lived in Highwood for the last four years, in 
the same house with Pethke, the murderer. 
The house was built and occupied by Mrs. 
Breakwell, and Pethke was boarding with 
her, before she was legally separated from 
her husband. 

It was because she refused to return to 
her husband that he secured a divorce on 
the ground of desertion. 

In the morning Pethke went to Waukegan, 
and when he returned seemed much cast. 
down. Mrs. Breakwell said he had been 
drinking and that he said to her: Our 
home is gone. We must get out of here. 
He has driven us out. I have got to go to- 
morrow, and you can only stay a few days. 
He did it.“ 

At the same time it chanced that the Rev. 
Mr. Breakwell was in Highwood for a short 
vacation, and was visiting his son, Samuel J. 
Breakwell, who lives in the old family home-

Manila has fallen. It was fully occupied yes- 
terday by American troops. The navy com- 
menced action at 9:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the Olympia opening fire, followed by 
the Raleigh, Petrel, and Callao. The latter 
showed great daring, approaching within 800 
yards of the Malate forts and trenches, doing 
grand work and driving back the Spanish 
forces.

It had been thought ion some quarters here 
that the showing heretofore made by the 
insurgents would lead to their receiving a 
certain amount of recogfition in the way 
of joint action between the United States 
forces and those of the insurgents when the 
city was occupied, but the instructions sent 
tonight ‘are based on occupation by the 
United States alone, and, as a high admin- 
istration official summed up the situation, 
“There shall be no joint action except be- 
tween Merritt and Dewey. They will main- 
tain law an@ order, and will treat ineur- 
gents and Spaniards alike, requiring all to 
observe peace and order.“ 
’ Aside from this joint dispatch the only 
other word received {rom Manila during the 
day was in the brief dispatch from Admiral 
Dewey announcing the surrender of the-city 
last Saturday. A detailed dispatch from 
General Merritt was eagerly awa'.ed 
throughout the day, as it was feared that the 
sharp engagement of the land forces during 
the storming of Manila had resulted in some 
casualties on our side; but no dispatch came 
from General Merritt up to the close of office 
hours tonight except the one in which he 
joins with Admiral Dewey in asking for in- 
structions Secretary Alger concluded from 
this that the casualties could not have been 
heavy, as he felt sure General Merritt would 
promptly report any considerable loss.

HEARS DIRECT FROM DEWEY. 


Government Receives Official Report of 
the Taking of Manila by 
Americans, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—The gov- 
ernment received the first direct official 
information today of the surrender of 
Manila after a combined land and sea 
bombardment last Saturday. It came in dis- 
patches from Admiral Dewey brought from 
Manila to Hongkong on the dispatch boat 
Zaflro. The Admiral sent two dispatches, 
the first one briefly reciting the essential 
facts, as follows. pee 
Manlla, Aug. 13.—Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington: Manila surrendered today to 
the American land and naval forces after a 
combined attack.

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 17.—[Special. ]— Ed- 
ward Scofield was renominated for Governor 
by the Republican State convention tonight. 

This culmination of the bitterest fight in 
the history of Wisconsin politics was re- 
célved with great enthusiasm by the dele- 
gates and spectators. It was the climax to 
a day of political sensations and a game of 
politics so fast and furious that it made the 
heads of the most ancient and hardened 
campaigners swim. _. 

It was midnight when the vote on Goy- 
ernor was taken that resulted in the nomina- 
tion of Scofield. He received 620% votes to 
436% for La Follette. 

General Michael Griffin was temporary 
and permanent chairman of the convention. 
John M. Ewing served as secretary. 

It was generally accepted this morning 
that Mr. Scofield had a “cinch” on the 
prize. But the La Follette leaders were not 
discouraged. They concentrated their ef- 
forts in the fight on the platform and tried 
to array the delegates in line for and against 
the declaration which accompanied La Fol- 
lette's announcement of his candidacy. 

After a hard fight the convention adopted 
the majority report on resolutions indorsing - 
the State administration. There was a 
compromise pn the corporation clause of the 
platform, La Follette’s principles being 
adopted. 


Gets Down to Action. 

With its preliminary work out of the way 

and décks cleared for decisive action, the 

convention got down to solid business this 
evening. 

The temper of the convention had changed

materially since morning. The friends ot 
Governor Scofield realized that State en- 
ator Fred Dennett had endangered the 
chances of his Excellency’s renomination 
by trying to force it before the platform 
had been reported and they were better or- 
ganized.

He lives in a 
comparatively lonely suburb, and a stout 
man with a heavy sandbag, lying in wait 
for him, could do his business without the 
noise and confusion that necessarily at- 
tends the explosion of a dynamite bomb. 

However, so far as I know, gamblers 
are not deliberate murderers. Generally 
they will fight or shoot on provocation, but 
they are not conspirators. I know of a 
case where a certain man was making him- 
self so obnoxious to the gamblers several 
years ago that another man, who knew he 
was dying of consumption, offered to ‘ take 
the obnoxious man with him’ for $5,000. 
That was a cheap price, so far as the ob- 
noxious man was concerned, and the con- 
sumptive wanted the money to leave his 
family. But there were no subscriptions to 
the fund.” 


HILL’S CRUSADE ON GAMBLERS. 


Relentless War Waged on Bucket- 
Shops, Racetracks, and Poolrooms 
for Over Two Years. 


John Hill Jr. gave up his Board of Trade 
business and has been waging war on 
bucket-shops, gambling, and slot machines 
for the last three years. He is still a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade, however, and 
has been since he was 21 years old. Before 
he was old enough for membership of the 
board he was employed there as a clerk, 
and few men on Change are more 
‘with the grain trade than he is. 

When the board decided to begin its 
bucket-shop crusade in 1895 Mr. Hill, who 
was then a director, with a large grain 
brokerage business, was elected chairman 
of the committee which had charge of the 
prosecutions. He had never paid particular 
attention to the bucket-shop nuisance, but 
was known among the members as a young 
man with plenty of nerve, who would not 
be led off if he once went into the fight. 

John J. Badenoch was then Superintendent 
of Police, and the Civic federation was just 
beginning its crusade against the pool sell- 
ers, gamblers, and slot machines. Mr. Hill 
was elected chairman of the Civic feder- 
ation’s Committee on Gambling, a place 
that was entirely gratuitous, and was told 
to go ahead with his prosecutions. It was 
believed that one man could prosecute the 
bucket-shops and gamblers at the same time 
better than two. 

Until State’s Attorney Deneen's term of 
office began the bucket-shop prosecutions 
seldom got farther than the indictments, 
but the war against gamblers was waged 
with great success. A report from Mr. Hill 
and his aids of the existence of a gaming- 
house was generally sufficient with Super- 
intendent of Police Badenoch to have it 
summarily closed, and during the last year 
of his administration there was, it is said, 
almost no open gambling in Chicago. 

Mr. Hill went on with his prosecutions in 
spite of threats and alleged attempted 
bribea The Board of Trade backed him in 
the bucket-shop prosecutions, and the Civic 
federation stood close behind him in the 
work of suppressing the slot machines and 
gambiing-houses. 

One of the first institutions which Mr. Hill 
started to suppress was the so-called Con- 
solidated Produce and Stock Exchange, the 
head of which, William R. Hennig, and elev- 
en of hib associates were convicted scarcely 
a month ago for keeping a gaming-house. 


Hennig still has five cases pending against 


him in the United States courts for alleged 


use of the mails to defraud. 


Hennig was doing an enormous business. 
He and his associates had wires leased from 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
which cost them $100,000 annually. In two 
years, it is said, they relieved the speculative 
farmers of Iowa, Indiana, and Ohio of some- 
thing like $2,000,000. At one time the ex- 
change maintained seventy-five offices in 
those States, with a few scattered over illi- 
nois. 

For two years Mr. Hill and his lieutenants 
collected evidence against Hennig and his 
associates, but the cases either failed to 
come to trial or fell flat through technicali- 
ties. Not until one month ago was a con- 
viction secured. It was shown during the 
trial that quotations had been manipulated 
in such a way that few of the thousands of 
investors ever made anything, even on paper. 
When there was any profit to be paid out it 
was evaded, but in such a way that clever at- 
torneys had little trouble in keeping Hennig 
and his associates clear. 

Practically all of Mr. Hill’s time was given 


| 


to the work, with but slender compensa- | 


tion. After the first year the Board of Trade 
made him a committee of one on bucket-shop 
prosecutions, and he. was given absolute 
charge of the crusade. The board gave him 
its moral and financial support. 

In the two and a half years in which Mr. 
Hill has been fighting this particular sort of 
law-breaking between $30,000 and $40,000 in 
fines has been paid by the gamblers, slot ma- 
chine owners, and bucket-shop men. There 
have been eighty convictions in slot machine 
bases alone, and 270 persons are now under 
indictment through evidence furnished the 
grand jury by him. 

The cases were not brought to the atten- 
tion of the grand jury until Mr. Hill had 
assured himself that Chief Kipley had 
slight intention of suppressing the games 
and poolrooms. When the head of the Po- 
lice department refused to accept evidence 
from the Civic federation Mr. Hill took his 
evidence before the December grand jury 
and secured 152 indictments against per- 
sons whose places, according to the police, 
were closed. Some of these cases are still 
pending. In some instances only one de- 
fendant stood trial, and the others paid their 
fines. One slot machine case was appealed 
to the State Supreme Court, and when the 
conviction was upheld the seventy-five 
others paid their fines. , 

The indictments of the President and 
secretary of the Washington Park club on 
charges of keeping a common gaming house, 
along with twenty-three bookmakers, just 
after the Board of Trade had refused to 
permit Mr. Hill to prosecute the gamblers 
for the Civic federation, are the most ex- 
citing events in his crusade. Both took 
place within the last two months. 

Mr. Hill had been receiving the active sup- 
port of the Board of Trade until about the 
time he signified his intention of prosecut- 
ing the officials of the Washington Park 
club, where pools were being sold as at 
Harlem and the other tracks which he had 
been active in prosecuting. Many of the 
Board of Trade members were also mem- 
bers of the Washington Park club. As Mr. 
Hill received compensation from the Board 


of Trade and did the work for the Civic „ 


federation gratis, the directors of the board 
notified him that thereafter he must con- 
fine himself to the prosecution of the bucket- 
shop men. Mr. Hill promptly sent in his 
resignation as chairman of the Board of 
Trade committee, and went ahead with the 


prosecution of the Washington Park club . 


officials. 

President George Henry Wheeler of the 
club, the former head of the Chicago City 
railway company, and Secretary James 
Howard of the club were both indicted. 
Some of the other indictments that are still 
pending show Mr. Hill has pushed his cru- 
sade unwaveringly. Robert Lindblom, 
President of the City Civil Service commis- 
sion, has three indictments for keeping an 
alleged bucket-shop pending against him. 
Alderman John Powers and State Senator 
O’Brien are both under indictment for keep- 
ing a common gaming house and poolroom. 
John Condon, called the king of the race- 
track gamblers, is also under indictment 
through evidence furnished by Mr. Hill. 

Threatening letters have come to Mr. Hill 
from time to time. He has been told that 
unless he gave up his prosecution of gam- 
blers and bucket-shop keepers he would be 
killed or forced to leave the State. When 
W. R. Hennig was convicted one month ago 
Mr. Hill declares Hennig made a threat in 
the courtroom that hereafter he would “ de- 
vote himself to getting even with him. 
In spite of all the threats from whatever 
source, however, no violence has ever been 
offered Mr. Hill or his family before. He 
is a fearless man and evidently the indis- 
criminating way in which he has gone ahead 


| has so far kept him from harm. 


Mr. Hill is about 40 years old. He went 
into the grain brokerage business as a clerk 
after a short experience in the same capacity 
for the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad company. His father is an old-time 
engineer for that rajlroad. 

Among the first of Mr. Hill’s friends from 
the city to visit him yesterday were three 
members of the Board of Trade—James 
Nicol, who succeeded him as chairman of 
the board’s Committee on Bucket-Shops; 
James Kidston, and 8. H. Greeley. In spite 
of the summary way in which his resigna- 
tion was accepted by the board, Mr. Hill is 
still advising the Bucket-Shop committee on 
the prosecution of some of the indictments, 
it is said, and it was told on Change yester- 
day that the feeling which caused the dit- 
ferences had largely subsided. 

It is impossible for the board to get along 


‘without him if it is to continue its prosecu- 


ton of bucket-shop keepers,“ said one mem- 
ber of the board. “ He is the only man who 
will give his time to the work who is com- 
petent to undertake it. If John Hill Jr. goes 
back to his old place it will be at a large sal - 
ary, for he has earned it.“

tary of State Moore will be included. I* is 
not understood that he is to fill the position 
of an official adviser to the commission, but 
he will accompany it as an assistant, well 
versed in international law, ready at any 
time to aid in research and other technical 
work that will be presented. 

The officials of the War, Treasury, and 
Postoffice departments are busily engaged in 
working out the details of the governmen: of 
Cuba and of Porto Rico. These islands, of 
course, will be under military control for 
some time, and the War department will 
have many problems to meet regarding the 
proper garrisoning and policing of the vari- 
ous districts. The Treasury department will 
furnish the experts and employés required 
to properly operate the customs laws of the 
islands, and the Postoffice department will 
properly equip the postal service there. 

The short experience that the officials of 
these departments have had with the civil 
governnient officials in Cuba and Porto Rico 
shows that the Spaniards are worthless as 
clerks in the customs and postal service. 
Experts from both these departments are 
being detailed to take charge of the service, 
aud assistants will be provided as these ex- 
perts require. A preference will be shown 
for employés in the two departments who 
are familiar with the Spanish language, al- 
though that is not an absolute requisiteato 
the best performance of the duties in the 
two services there. 

President McKinley has expressed a de- 
sire to conclude the most pressing and im- 
portant work now upon him in time to take 
some recreation in September. He is de- 
sirous of attending the G. A. R. encamp- 
ment, which meets in Cincinnati next 
month, and if he has the peace commission 
and other matters of immediate need off his 
hands by the time the encampment meets 
he will doubtless spend a day or two with 
his old comrades. 

Reports that Aguinaldo attacked the 
American forces at Manila after the Span- 
lards surrendered are not credited here. No 
mention of such action was made in Dewey’s 
dispatch, and those who know him assert 
he would not fall to have mentioned such an 
important event if it occurred. Much regret 
is felt here over the conditiog of Captain 
Clark of the Oregon, who now lies aboard 
the cruiser St. Paul a nervous wreck. 

Captain Clark is one of the most popular 
officers in the navy, and has won universal 
admiration since his achievement in bring- 


PUBLIC INTEREST AROUSED. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Special.]— 
Admiral Dewey’s dispatch announcing the 
surrender of Manila was the most important 
and satisfactory news received today. It is 
second only in interest to the first war dis- 
patch from that naval commander, in which 
he informed the government of the first 
battle of the war and the total destruction 
of the Spanish fleet in Asiatic waters. The 
administration had accepted the press dis- 
patches detailing the capture of Manila as 
accurate, but the official report of Admiral 
Dewey was no less gratifying and caused 
much satisfaction and rejoicing in official 
circles. 

Most of the government officials consider 
the acquisition of the City of Manila by con- 
quest: as preferable to its occupation under 
the terms of the protocol. The fact that 
Manila is held by virtue of surrender, the 
result of military operations, will, it is be- 
lieved, make the final disposition of this 
territory an easier question to determine. 
There will be no quibbling over the point as 
to whether the attack upon Manila and its 
surrender occurred before or a few hours 
after the signing of the protocol. Under 
international usage an armistice or cessa- 
tion of hostilities becomes binding only on 
the date when the commanding officers re- 
ceive official notice that such an agreement 
has been reached. There is no doubt ex- 
pressed here that the seizure of Manila was 
entirely regular. ‘ 

Considerable interest is felt in the report, 
which has not yet been officially confirmed, 
that Admiral Dewey has dispatched war 
vessels to attack the few remaining Spanish 
ships in remote harbors of the Philippires 
and to take possession of the entire group 
of islands. This mission may be accom- 
plished before official notice that the proto- 
col has been signed can reach the Americah 
vessels engaged in it. The opinion has heen 
expressed that in case these islands are cap- 
tured Admiral Dewey may relinquish their 
control after learning that the protocol was 
signed on Aug. 12. Others contend that they 
should be held as part of the conquest, as 
they would form the basis for a more advan- 
tageous settlement of the Philippine ques- 
tion in the final treaty of peace. 


Public Interest Aroused. 

The Philippine question is evidently excit- 
ing great interest throughout the country, 
as the President and all his Cabinet advisers 
receive many letters each day from prom- 
inent citizens in all sections of the United 
States expressing the sentiments of their 
localities on the subject. The tone of these 
communications indicates that the sentiment 
in favor of retaining all of the Philippine 
archipelago as American territory is grow- 
ing. It is argued, however, that these ex- 
pressions may be the result of enthusiasm 
over the series of victories by American 
arms. 

There is a division of opinion among Sen- 
ators and government officials on the Phil- 
ippine subject, some leading men holding 
to the theory that the retention of the City 
of Manila and the harbor and bay of that 
name will be sufficient for the needs of the 
United States in establishing herself as a 
leading factor in the commerce of the Orient.

FEELING- OF INSURGENTS. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE BY E. W. 
DEN TO THE NEW YORK WORLD AND THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE.! 

Manila Bay. July 14.—Germany interfered 
in the operations of the insurgents last week 
and prevented them from capturing a Span- 
ish garrison in Isla de Grande, at the en- 
trance to Subig Bay. The German cruiser 
Irene intercepted the insurgent steamer Fu- 
ipinas Wednesday of last week, July 6, and 
notified the commanding officer that he 
would not be allowed to capture the garri- 
son, and, according to General Aguinaldo’s 
story, the Captain of the German cruiser 
said to the Captain of the Filipinas that he 
did not recognize the insurgéent flag which 
was flying at the masthead, and that he 


must pull it down or the ship would de. 


seized. 
One of the aides of Genera] Aguinaldo 


called on Admiral Dewey and told him this 
story: . 


The Filipinas, flying the rebel flag, salle 


for Isla de Grate early Wednesday morn- 
Ing, arriving there about noon. The steamer 
was proceeding in the direction of the - 
land when the German cruiser Irene came 
out of the bay and ran alongside the vessel, 
The Captain of the Irene announced that he 
could not permit the firing of any shots at 
the garrison on the island; that the rebel flag 
was not recognized by Germany; and that 
the Captain of the Filipinas must 
the insurgent flag and put up a white flag, 
or he would be compelled to take him pris- 


oner. 
Obliged to Lower Their Flag. 


There was nothing left to do except to 
comply with the demand of the German offi- 
cer. The insurgent flag was pulled down 
and a white flag hoisted in its place. The 
Filipinas then started for Manila, arriving 
late in the evening, and an officer was im- 
mediately sent on board to notify Admiral 
Dewey of the circumstance. 

Another insurgent officer varied the tale 
somewhat by stating that the Filipinas had 
no flag flying from the flagstaff, for the rea- 
son that they had none on the ship. 


Admiral Dewey heardthestory. Whether 


he believed it wholly or not, he decided toe 
take action such as he deemed necessary un- 
der the circumstances. He ordered the 
Raleigh and Concord under way, and direct- 
ed them to take the island at all hazards. 
The two ships sailed for Subig at midnight 
Wednesday night. 
Thursday morning. The Irene was in the 


bay, but was apparently just on the point 


of leaving for Manila, for just as the two 
United States vessels appeared the Irene 
started out. It was in such a hurry thatit is 
reported it did not raise its anchor, bt 
slipped its

with its six*pounders on what appeared to 
he some new fortifications.

Admiral Dewey in his message desired te 
know if the United States and Germany 
were at peace or at war, and said, if at peace 
he desired a change in the actions of. the Ger- 
man ships; if at war he desired to Know it 
that he might take action accordingly. The 
answer to Admiral von Diederichs was of an 
apologetic nature. He said the two counties 
were at peace, and that those actions re- 


garding which Admiral Dewey hat found ~ 


fault with would be corrected prompt, 
This was considered satisfactory and the 
incident was regarded as closed, 


Later Admiral von Diederichs evidently - 


concluded he had not acted with the severity 
which should be used in dealing with the 
representatives of a weak and puny nation 
like the United States. He therefore dis- 
patched a note to Admiral Dewey in whieh 
he protested against the action of the Amer~ 
icans in visiting German ships entering the 


harbor when they had been previously vis-* 


ited. Admiral Dewey replied to this that 
he would insist upon his right to communi- 
cate with all vessels entering the harbor and 
that it made no difference how many times 
any one of

The mugwumps and anti-extension Dem- 
ocrats seem to take it for granted that 
President McKinley has so worded the pro- 
tocol as to lay claim only to Manila and 
its bay and harbor. The protocol does not 
so read, though if the United States govern- 
ment is going to throw away the Philip- 
pines the text may be made to bear that 
construction. Whether the protocol shall 
secure for us everything or nothing in the 
Philippines will depend entirely upon Presi- 


sioners and the instructions he gives them. 

The Philippine Islands may be given back 
to Spain as Lord Bute did it for England a 
century and more ago. At the end of the 
seven years’ war England had wrested both 
Havana and the Philippines from Spain, 
besides securing most of the French col- 
onies in the East and West Indies, But it 
fell to Lord Bute, the incompetent favorite 


the glorious campaign inaugurated under 


from sheer mental incompetency, Bute gave 
up Havana in exchange for Florida and sur- 
rendered the Philippines without any equiv- 
alent whatever. Lord Chatham, though 
too ill to stand on his feet, spoke for three 
hours and a half in the House of Lords in 
indignant denunciation of the treaty. But 
the influence of the ministry and the favor- 
itism of the crown prevailed against com- 
mon sense and the eloquence of Chatham. 
It was a fatal triumph for Bute, however; 
he could not endure the odium he had in - 
curred, the wrath of the people, the scourg- 
ing of the press. He was forced soon after- 
ward to resign, and he spent the rest of his 
life in obscurity, while Chatham lived to 
become the idol of the English people. 

Which policy will President McKinley 
choose—-that of Bute or that of the great 
Chatham? 

The protocol simply declares that the 
United States will occupy and retain the 
city and port of Manila pending the con- 
clusion of a treaty of peace which shall de- 
termine the control, disposition, and form 
of government of the Philippines.” There 
is here no pledge or agreement, direct or 
indirect, to hand back Manila, Luzon, or 
any part of the Philippine group to Spain. 
The treaty is “to determine” the future 
“eontrol, disposition, and form of govern- 
ment of the Philippines —or all the Philip- 
pines. The fair meaning of the clause is 
that the American commissioners may in- 
sist that the future control of all the islands 
shall be vested in the United States, and 
that the form of government for them shall 
be such as Congress may enact. If the 


the Philippine Islands, one and all, shall 
become American dependencies, then 
Spain's political relation to them will ter- 
minate with the signing of the treaty. 
Hence it is vitally important that all five 
‘commissioners shall be stalwart territorial 
extensionists and, as the mugwumps and 
antis would call them, “ imperialists.” 

The commissioners will be just what the 
President wants them to be, since he alone 


On him alone it now depends whether we 
shall keep or throw away what the blood 
and valor of our soldiers and sailors have 
won. If the commissioners weakly consent 
to surrender the islands to Spain the Presi- 
dent will be responsible for it, as Bute was 
responsible in his day. If they insist that 
the Philippines shall be ours, to President 


| McKinley will belong the credit and glory 


of a statesmanship such as Chatham’s. 

But, the timid may ask, what if the Span- 
ish commissioners vote no, and say they 
will stand by it even to more war? Cer- 
tainly the President will not back down be- 
fore such a bluff. The most convincing 
answer would be at once to double or treble 
the forces at the command of Merritt and 
Dewey. It would not be a bad idea to be 
ready to do so before the commission meets. 
The extra troops and cruisers could be sent 
without attracting much attention, and 
they would be a potent umpire to cast the 
‘deciding vote if the commission should come 
to a deadlock on the Philippine question. 

It may be set down with perfect safety 
that Spain is entirely unfit and incapable 
to hold and govern the Philippine Islands. 
It is too thoroughly exhausted. It has no 
money, no credit, and no fleet. There is 
really nothing it ean do except vacate the 
Philippines. If we abandon them they will 
fall into the hands of the revengeful and 
incapable insurgents, or Spain will sell the 
islands to some European power or to 
Japan. All the signs point to one of these 
results. The outcome, fo far as the Amer- 
ican people are concerned, would be a pro- 
2 and general disgust and dissatisfac- 
tion. 
Let the President remember Lord Bute 
and settle the Philippine matter once for all 
by choosing the right commissioners and 
by giving them the right instructions. The 
eyes of the world are upon him to see that 
he does not falter or fall,

IMPORTANCE OF THE PHILIPPINES 

The report which finds publication in 
Russian and German papers that Great 
Britain has assumed a protectorate over 
southern Arabia is but one of the evidences 
that affairs are drifting rapidly towards a 
crisis between Great Britain and Russia 
in the far East, If true, it may simply be 
an attempt on the part of England to “ coun- 
ter upon” Russia’s boasted advantages 
gained.on the Persian Gulf. Or possibly it 
may be merely a device to justify Russia in 
the employment of more vigorous efforts to 
complete her plans in this direction and 
place herself in a position to threaten 
British India’s northwestern frontier. 

It is a rather significant fact that, simul- 
taneously with these reports, we should 
have intelligence of a concession to a 
French railway company to construct a 
railroad from Canton, on the southern 
Chinese coast, to Hankow, in the upper 
Yang-tse-Kiang Valley, thus entering 
upon a region in which English influence 
has been predominant. Taken in connéc- 
tion with concessions of a similar char- 
acter to Russia in the north, these steps 
indicate something like a conspiracy to 
crowd England out of the Yang-tse-Kiang 
Valley altogether. In addition to this, the 
Spanish government seems to be in a state 
of alarm lest, having just lost her American 
colonies, she may be subjected to addi- 
tional losses by having the Balearic Islands 
- wrested from her by one or the other pow- 
ers under the pretext of military necessity, 
In the meantime Russia is pushing the con- 
struction of her Transsiberian railway with 
all possible speed, though she can gcarcely 
hope to complete it for years to come, 

These are some of the evidences of the 
preparations being made for the struggle 
which many believe to be inevitable sooner 
or later between England and Russia over 
the Chinese question, and which is destined 
to involve other European powers. When- 
ever it may come the importance to us of the 
Philippines, if we are to maintain the posi- 
tion to which we are entitled among the 
commercial nations of the world, will be 
immensely increased. With Hawali, which 
we already possess, and the Ladrones—and 
perhaps the Oarolines—as coaling and re- 
pairing stations, coupled with Pago-Pago 
harbor in Samoa, all connected with San 
Francisco by cable, we should not only be 
in a most commanding position to protect 
our own interests but to preserve the peace 
of the world, While we should then know 
what is going on in China, we should be pro- 
tected from surprige by any enemy who 
might wish to take advantage of us in our 
present condition. The duty of conserving 
our great and growing trade interests in the 
Chinese Empire renders this anbject of the 
utmost importance. . 

It does not follow because we call have 
interests on the farther side of the Pacific 
that our peace with other nations will be 
/imperiled thereby; On the contrary, with

HANG THE SPANISH MURDERERS, 

If the story of the killing of ninety Porto 
Ricans for raising the American flag in 
Ciales be true, then the Spanish soldiers 
who did the deed are guilty of murder and 
should be hunted dowa, tried, and if found 
guilty should be shot or hanged. There 
must be no mincing matters in a case like 
this. It is none too early to show the Span- 
ish soldiers in these islands that their days 


of untrammeled butchery are at an end for- 


ever. We cannot convince them too prompt- 
ly that the American flag means protection 
to any one under it, whatever his former 
nationality, and that when they raise their 
machetes against persons under that flag 
they will be summarily dealt with like any 
other criminal, 

According to the Ciales priest who has 
arrived at General Wilson’s headquarters 
in Ponce, the inhabitants of the village 
raised an American flag after the Spanish 
troops had evacuated the place, and on 
Saturday the Spanish troops returned, tore 
down the flag, and cut to pieces with their 
machetes ninety of the inhabitants before 
their anger at the sight of the Stars and 
Stripes was appeased. The priest and his 
deputation appealed to the American forces 
for protection, but the sender of the dispatch 
states that the Americans “ are powerless 
to interfere under the present circum- 
stances, even though a reign of terror be 
inaugurated,” This is rot and nonsense. 
If there are any army officers in Porto Rico 
who take that position they are guilty of 
cowardly poltroonery. The American peo- 
ple will have no respect for any red tape or 
technical nonsense that is allowed to pre- 
vent the United States authorities and sol- 
diers in Porto Rico from affording protec- 
tion to the inhabitants when the latter raise 
the Stars and Stripes. 

The outrage in the Porto Rican village, 
if it really occurred, took place after the 
signing of the protocol putting an end to 
hostilities. That protocol cedes Porto Rico 
to the United States. The guilty Spaniards 
insulted the American flag on its own soil 
and committed wholesale and brutal mur- 
der. If the protocol did not prevent them 
from committing the outrage it is prepos- 
terous to imagine that the protocol should 
protect them from being hunted down as 
murderers and handed over tojustice. The 
moment an armistice is broken by one of the 
parties it ceases to be binding on the other. 
Spanish troops caught in such an act as 
that described should be shot in their tracks 
in spite of fifty peace protocols. Having 
committed that act and escaped, they should 
be caught and punished by a drumhead 
court-martial. 

The execution of these malefactore in 
Porto Rico would go far toward encdur- 
aging the loyalty to our flag of the citizens 
and insurgents in both islands. Any 
neglect to punish them through some shilly- 
ehallying balderdash about the protocol 
would be to invite contempt both for our 
army and for our flag.

The loss to the Spaniards is estimated 
at 150 killed and 300 wounded, besides more 
than 8,000 prisoners. 

The insurgents took no part in the at- 
tack, and, as was the case at Santiago, 
were not permitted to enter the city. While 
they had committed some excesses in the 
outskirts; now that the Spanish surrender 
is complete, General Merritt is represented 
to be amply able to hold them in check and 
is evidently disposed to do so. Aguinaldo

President McKinley Is Lutitled to the 
Chief Honor for the Outcome of 
the War. 


Six months ago the war began. It was 
not a declaration of war that occurred on 
Feb. 15, nor even a suspension of diplomatic 
relations and intercourse. It was a treacher- 
ous, cruel crime, all but unparalleled in his- 
tory for wanton wickedness. That was the 
logical beginning of the war. Not that it 
provoked this patient nation to reprisals, 
nor that we ultimately went to war for the 
mere sake of vengeance; for neither was the 
case. No, but it was an index of a condition 
of affairs that demanded intervention, and of 
a disposition of mind that was not likely to 
accept a peaceful solution of the problem. 
For that act of horror and of madness retri- 
bution has come in abundant measure, for 
that and forall of which it was the culminat- 
ing incident. After a war which was to her 
an unrelieved series of overwhelming dis- 
asters, Spain is compelled to accept ber con- 
queror's terms of peace to the letter. Never 
was the wrongdoing of centuries greater, 
never the punishment more swift and sure, 
never the triumph of the victor, in battle 
and in council, more complete. 

Nor is the identity of the victor to be mis- 
taken or obscured. It is, in general sense, 
the American nation; more closely drawn 
the navy and the army and their command- 
ers, than whom the brave days of old“ 
could boast no braver. But when the choice 
of praise is narrowed to a single name 
there ig one first and there is no 
second. From beginning to end it has 
been the President's war, and today 
it is the President's victory. We do 
not mean he sought the war or wished it, or 
entered upon it with feelings other than of 
reluctance and of ‘detestation. But even 
thus are many of life’s highest and noblest 
tasks fulfilled. It is not in avoiding but in 
conquering troubles that the greatness of a 
soul is shown; not in fleeing from things 
that are hateful, but in meeting them and 
beating them and crushing them into sub- 
jection to our will. The President, conspicu- 
ously above most men, loved peace and hated 
war. But when war was forced upon him 
he made it his and his country’s servant, 
not master, and out of {te woe and horror 
he has now brought honorable peace and 
blessings incommensurable. 

The esident, we have said, did not want 
war. Through those dark days in February 
last he stood like a foursquare tower of 
strength against the winds of passion that 
howled vocal with cries for instant venge- 
ance. “ Wait!” But he did not wait in 
idleness. While others talked he worked, 
and night and day he pressed the nation's 
preparations for what might come as they 
had never been pressed before. Week after 
week the cry for war arose, largely from 
those who knew this nation was not ready 
for it and would suffer sorely at the outset 
if war were then begun. But the President 
stil: said “ Wait!” There was poured upon 
him such a tide of ebloquy and malicious 
defamation as no other man in all this na- 
tion’s history had endured. But still he 
stood unmoved, And so he shaped the cir- 
cumstances of the time that when at last 
the inevitable blow fell, which not even he 
could avert, it fell in his own chosen time and 
manner, just when and where and how he 
and the nation were best prepared for it. 

For three and a half months the war pro- 
ceeded under his supreme and inflexible com- 
mand. Then Spain made tentative ap- 
proaches for peace. It was the President 
who met them with terms as clear as crystal 
and as firm. Varying counsels raged about 
him, with protests and menaces from abroad, 
but he was as steadfast in his requirements 
for peace as he had been energetic in hie 
preparations for war. To secure the objects 
for which thie nation had intervened in 
Cuba and had accepted the Spanish gage of 
battle, that was his aim, and to that end all 
else was subordinated. And today that end 
is gained, His terms of peace, in letter and 
are accepted. It was, we have 
said, his war, though he did not desire it, for 
it was under his control from first to last. 
In a still higher sense it ia his peace, for he 
has both desired it and prescribed its terms, 
There is no man more ready than he to give 
the fullest Ineed of praise and honor to all 
who by their wisdom and their valor have 
contributed to the triumph in which the na- 
tion now rejoices. There is not one upon 
whom in the last resolution so vast a burden 
of responsibility. has rested as upon him; 
there is not one who has more faithfully dis- 
charged every duty. With honor forall, and 
honor enough forall, the supreme distinction 
of the victor, in war and in peace, must rest 
upon him, the President.—-New York Tribune.

Why Alger Should Be Removed. 


The President can excuse himself for re- 


taining the Secretary of War in his Cabinet 
only upon the ground that the war, in spite 
of General Alger, bel now successfully 
over, General can do no more mischief. 

But this would be a frightful mistake. It 
is evident that there is coming, in conse- 
quence of the war, a reorganization not only 
of the army but of the National Guard. It 
is of the first national importance that the 
scheme of this reorganization should be 

repared, and that it shoulé be urged upon 
by a man as different as possible 
from the present Secretary of War. Such a 
man should not only be, but should be gen- 
erally believed to be, disinterested. He 
should be a man who, by capacity and char- 
acter, would command the confidence of the 
army and the country, and he should have no 
purpose to promote in the reorganisation of 
the army or of the guard except military 
eMiciency. 

To designate these qualities is to show that 
the present Secretary of War does not pos- 
gess any of them. A man who cannot pre- 
side over the Department of War in time of 
war without injecting politics into his ad- 
ministration at every step could not be trust- 
ed to prepare or to upon a scheme for 
the reorganization of the regular army or of 
the militia. It would be as tmpossible for 
General Alger to prevent himself from put- 
ting politics into such a measure as to jump 
off his own shadow. He simply could not 
help considering such a measure, not in the 

ht of its own merits, but in the light of 
at, he still flatters himself, is 
his political future.“ Even If, by a miracle, 
he could divest himself of considering it ex- 
clusively in its relations to Alger, he would 
no credit for disinterestedness either 
m the public er from the army.

t Spain is not unlikely to propose some 

orm of American protectorate for the hol 
of the Phillppine Islands. To make sev 
bites of the cherry would be foolish. T 
undertake the expense of a fleet and a gov- 
ernment for some little fragment in that 
distant region would be out of line with 
Spanish policy. The power in the whole 
archipelago must of necessity be one sooner 
or later, and cannot long be that of a nation 
which has no navy. Protection for Spanish 
property and Spanish rights in the Philip- 
pine Islands is all that Spain can hope to 
preserve, and that can be secured in no 
other. or better way than by intrusting the 
defense and government of them all to the 
United States. The unthinking, who never 
look below the surface for a nation’s mo- 
tive, may consider it impossible that Spain 
should herself propose a nsi- 
bility for this country in the Philippine 
Islands than the United States may desire. 
But the long-headed statesmanship which 
has 


directed every step of this nation for 


months, and which dictated the peculiar 
terms of peace regarding the Philippine 
Islands, may have foreseen that Spain 
would be compelled to ask not only peace 
but protection for interests which she cans 
not abandon.—N ew | York Tribune.

“Wholesale houses report a slowly bat 
steadily increasing demand for drugs and 
medicinal chemicals, and point to the light 
stocks held by country retailers 
as evidence that this demand is pretty cer- 
tain to continue for some time to come. The 
market tone, as a whole, shows the full 
measure of improvement which attaches to 
other lines. In drug, as in other trades, the 
confidence in the future of business is un- 
bounded. Peace conditions have done 
something for it, although at no stage was 
the disturbance through war such as to 
make any appreciable falling off in trade 
volume. In many of the specialties it had 
a directly contrary effect, this being particu- 
larly noticeable in quinihe and other military 
stores. Collections are not more than sea- 
sonably slow, and tend toward improvement, 
‘Analyzing the Treasury department re- 
port, covering exports and imports of drugs 
and kindred articles for the fiscal year, the 
Paint, Oil, and Drug Review says: . 
| “ As a rule, exports of manufactured 
articles have increased and imports of com- 
peting goods from abroad have decreased, 
regardless of the kind of a tariff?’ law in 
force. In some instances imported crude 
materials show a decline, domestic crude 
products having been discovered and devel- 
oped. supplanting in part the foreign articles 
of similar classification. Exports of paints 
and painters’ colors for the year amounted 
to $1,079,518, an increase over the former 
year of about 10 per cent. The export of

ROOSEVELT PRAISES HIS MEN. 
Colonel of the Rough Riders Relates 


Many Details of His Campaign 
at Santiago. 


New York, Aug. 17.—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt gives the men of his regiment un- 
stinted praise whenever he is given an oppor- 
tunity. Speaking of the class of men in his 
command he says: 

Four of the men were New York police- 
men, one of whom, Hayward, a gallant fel- 
low, was killed. We have two clergymen 
in the regiment and they fought nobly.” 

A ‘humorous recollection of one of his 
preachers stirred in Colonel Roosmevelt’s 
mind and he broke out laughing. 

“You should have seen him,“ he said, 
Done morning sitting just below the bomb- 
proof, where the shrapnel] kept cracking 
over his hat. They couldn't reach him, 
and he knew it. Though they touched the 
brim of his hat at times he sat perfectly 
placid, breaking the beans for his coffee 
with the butt of his revolver, and minded 
the bullets no more than if there had not 
been any. He wasa game preacher. 
“ Ninety-five per cent of my men had at 
one time or another herded cattle on horse- 
back or had hunted big game with the rifle. 
therefore, natural riders and 
good shots, used to out-of-door life, a dead 
game lot and intelligent—so we could dis- 
cipline them. They were not used to it, but 
it was astonishing how quickly they be- 
came used to it. In the essentials of discip- 
line they were as good as any men could 
be. They yielded most prompt obedience 
and were just as good in policing the camp 
and keeping guard as on the march or in the 
fight. Many of them had been under fire 
before.“ They had been Indian traders in 
Sheriffs and Deputy Sheriffs in 
New Mexico, Marshals and Deputy Marshals 
in the Indian Territory. Scores of them had 
been in hard fights with Indians and white 
desperadoes. They formed a nucleus. 
. “The minute fighting began they all took 
naturally to it. They scrapped by nature, I 
suppose. Perhaps it isn’t elegant language, 
but it is a fact. One of my best men, a 
Georgian, named Crocket, had been an in- 
ternal revenue officer, 
moonshiners—pretty good practice for 
steadying nerves. He was wounded in the: 
Santiago fight. \ 
Our first fight was at Las Guasimas. It 
is the veriest nonsense to speak of that as an 
ambush, as some coffee coolers in the ex- 
treme fear at first reported. We knew just 
where the Spaniards were, and General 
Young, with the first and Tenth regulars, 
arranged with Colonel Wood, who had the 
Rough Riders, that they should march by 
different routes and hit the Spaniards’ right 
and left wings at the same time.

No other man 
was the custodian of so many and so mo- 
mentous political secrets. Nor did any 
| great statesman of his day conceal so little. 
He was the most reckless truth-teller in 
great crises with whom European diploma- 
tists had to deal. 
in detail into the post-mortem revelations 
already made by Dr. Busch and others, but 
all the world will be interested in the clear- 
ing up of the relations between the ex-Chan- 
cellor and the present German Emperor, 
and especially in the circumstances of Bis- 
marck’s retirement from public life eight 
These are fully set forth in 
Bismarck’s letter to the Emperor, now pub- 
lished, which is wrongly described as a let- 
ter of resignation. It is well known that the 
final cause of rupture between the Kaiser 
and the maker of his Empire was the form- 
er's action in dealing directly with the heads 
of the departments of government instead 
of through the Chancellor, as required by 
Emperor finally directed the 
Chancellor to secure a change in the regu- 
lation in this respect. The most circum- 
stantial version of the dramatic interview 
between Bismarck and the Emperor. which 
the former's request that he 
might be dismissed from the public service, 
is the following, and it is said that it was 
inspired by the late Chancellor: 

On Saturday, March 15, 1890, toward 8 
o’clock in the morning, while the Prince 
was still in bed, he was informed that the 
Emperor was waiting to see him in Count 
Herbert Bismarck’s apartments in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State. When the 
Prince entered the room the Emperor re- 
ceived him with the following words, spok- 
en in a tone of the most vehement reproach: 

Fou a short time ago forbade the Min- 
isters to make reports directly to me; but I 
absolutely wish that my Ministers present 
themselves personally to me.“ 

Tour Majesty.“ 
bpby virtue of the law I alone am authorized 
and charged to make direct reports to your 
Majesty; this is absolutely necessary if the 
proceedings of the government are to have 

‘a firm and united character. If, within the 
last few weeks, some Ministers have got 
into the way of making reports to your 
Majesty, it is in opposition to the law, which 
gives this right alone to the Chancellor of 
your Majesty. But as soon as your Majesty 
me I will yield to your wishes and propose 
a change in the law.“

‘In that case there is 
nothing else for me to do but to hand your 
Majesty my resignation. I would only like 
to beg your Majesty to let me remain in 
office till May, so that I may personally de- 
fend the military bill in the Reichstag. I 
fear my successor would find it difficult to

While the Chancellor was speaking the 
Emperor shook his head several times, and 
said at last, No, no 

The Prince bowed without saying a word, 
and waited for a sign from the Emperor to 
withdraw. After a few painful moments of 
silence, the Emperor said, still most excited: 

“There is still a word to be said a»out 
your mysterious negotiations with Dr. 
Windthorst. I know you receive him in 
your house, and I forbid these meetings.” 

But now the Chancellor, who the whole 
time had kept his temper with the greatest 
trouble, broke out and said: I know quite 
well that for some time I have been sur- 
rounded by spies and talebearers, who watch 
every step I take. 
say it is true, that I have invited Dr. Wind- 
thorst in order to discuss things with him.
